DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Fractional 
crystallization is considered the closest prior art. See, for example, De Vries (US 
2004/0261572 A1). Traditional fractional crystallization is performed by cooling a 
molten metal to the liquidus temperature and extracting crystals of either the purified 
metal or intermetallics by a solid-liquid separation technique. The prior art does not 
teach purification of molten metals by cooling to the eutectic point in order to form and 
separate both purified metal crystals and intermetallics (crystals containing at least one 
foreign element) simultaneously by a solid-solid separation technique. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
